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City Council approved Monday night 
parking meters in center of Michigan be- 
tween Grand & Capitol and changes in 
parking meters as proposed mainly in Ex- 
hibit C Area 2A and Exhibit G Area 2B 
involving change from ONE HOUR and 
TEN HOUR meters to TWO HOUR meters. 


New Business 


Secretary Hayes explained that a Bi- 
centennial park for 1976 is being planned 
for the area bounded by Kalamazoo, the 
Grand River, Saginaw and Cedar. 


Mr. Tenny asked about the signing on 
Walnut for turns onto Saginaw. Mr. Pohl 
explained that there are 3 signs in the 
block indicating RIGHT TURN LANE and 
RIGHT LANE MUST TURN RIGHT. Mr. 
Tenny inquired if left turns from the sec- 
ond lane on Pine at Allegan were permitted. 
Mr. Pohl stated that although these turns 
are being made there is nothing to indicate 
that they can be made. He said signs will 
be erected to permit this. 


Secretary explained that the City of Lan- 
sing is assuming jurisdiction from Ingham 
County over Waverly Road between Moores 
River Dr, and Jolly Rd. 


Mr. Wrobel asked that South Cedar St. 
be checked for holes. Mr, Hayes stated that 
it is understood that South Cedar will be 
resurfaced. 


Mr. Wrobel asked if a traffic survey had 
been made on Jolly and Waverly Roads. 
Mr. Hayes stated no. Mr, Pohl stated there 
had been no request for this to be done.

hours. Mr. Pohl stated that we were no- 
tifiied on Tuesday that the new hours had 
gone into effect Monday and that the change 
had been made but a malfunction caused 
the probelm Tuesday afternoon. 


Mr. Brasseur asked that LANE ENDS or 
merge left sign be placed on Capitol north 
of Kalamazoo to indicate that vehicles in 
the right lane should move to the left to 
avoid running into parked cars south of 
Kalamazoo. 


Mrs. Guilford stated there were high 
weeds at the southwest corner of Aurelius 
& Miller Roads, Mr. Pohl will contact the 
Building Division. 


Mrs. Guilford asked what had taken place 
at the corner of Cedar & Miller Rds. Mr. 
Pohl stated the intersection will be recon- 
structed. 


Mr. Fraser expressed his pleasure of hav- 
ing been a member of the Traffic Board for 
approximately 10 years—he has retired and 
is moving north. 


There being no further business it was 
moved by Mr. Fraser that the meeting be 
adjourned.
